Signs of Weakoning Apparent— An 
Outside ViavT. -

For ton yc.trs past, ovoi- sinoo the os- 
tablishineiU of the iviniblic, it liiis been 
my fortune to visit Piuis ;it lutcrvMa 
and to remain there a .sntlioicnt length of 
time to form some estimate uf the politi- 
cal changes in public ssentuneiu which 
have taken place iliiring the penod of 
iiiy absence; hut on no oceas:.iu since tlie 
death of Monsieur 'niiciH have 1 ob.scrveil 
so markod a phase a.s that throiigli which 
popular feeling i-i ii-w passing. ft has 
stolen gradually upuii the cmintry, .so 
"radually, peihap.s, that it must be far 
fca:, noticeable to :s resident than to a vi.s- 
itor, aiidyet it has become a siihject of 
general remarlc. 

When lirst the ropiiblie was established 
it was a cnuviction with those conversant 
Willi the French toinperaiuent that popu- 
lar government would prove itself im- 
practicable in France, and that sooner or 
later it must inevitably bo superseded by 
a more aristocratic ^atem. At first the 
Oilcan ials were in the ascendant, and the 
idea of a constitutional monarchy under 
the Count de Paris siuang from the un- 
stable foundation;; up.ui which tlie repub- 
lican fjibric ofAI. 'riiiers had been erected 
Tlion these hopes were .slowly dissipated, 
as the rani; and file of the Orlcanist parly 
proved tliemselvesineomuetent politicians, 
and their leaders too hesitating and timid 
to dare the first aci which should carry 
them to power. 

During the reign nf Duke de Uroglie 
and the converaativerepulilio, the fainons 
legitimist intrigue was formed with the 
co°inivanco of the cabinet; and had the 
Count de Chambord been willing then to 
waive his crotchets, and adopt the tricolor 
flag instead of the white banner with the 
fleurs'-dc-lys, and make other trilUng con- 
ceasions, . there cannot be tlie slightest 

doulilt|Mi<U»on>'g'»*: "^'^'^^ '^'■'■'''^ 
ascended' the throne of his ancestors with- 
out firing a shot. 'J"he national guard 
had been disarmed, and the army was in 
the hands of a government sympathetic 
to such a change; but the golden moment 
was allowed to' slip by, the conservative 
regime became soon afterward disorcdited 
through the iuhen n'. defects of the men 
who composed it, and the republic start- 
ed with a new lease of life, only, however, 
to bo threatened with still greater peril. 

Siiflicieiit time had mnv elaiiscd for the 
popular indignation again.st the dynasty 
whioli had involved France in the dias- 
lers of the Fraiieo-rrnssiaii war to bo 
partially exhausted. The imperialists, 
daring, Bkillful, and versed in political in- 
trigue, had not been idle, and under the 
able management of the party wirepul- 
lers, now were acrpiiring a formidable 
conaolidation. The young inince imper- 
ial, as ho grow in years and hi.s character 
became known, increased in popularity, 
and the hopes of the Bonapartists ran 
high, when they were most unexpectedly 
diwhod to the ground by the tragical death 
of the youth upon wlio.se life everything 
depended, in ZuUiland. 

-Once more the roimblican.s heaved a 
sigh'bf relief . One by ruic the rival poli- 
tical systems had disappeared, not so 
much owing t.) the strength and confi 
dcnce which republican institutions im- 
parted to the popular mind, as to the 
weakness and misfortunes <ii those liy 
whom they were opposed. Cood fortune 
so far had given the republic increased 
vitality. Trade and commerce I'.ad revi\ - 
ed, and the .absence of ojipusitioii seemed 
to 'insure a ccrt;iin ability to tlie form of 
govoriimciit which it did not inherently 
"possess, but which men were glad to ciimI- 
it it with. , , J 

The short cxpiM iencu it ha.s already hr.d 
of the govermneiit of Froyciuet only eon- 
linns the impi cssion that a well-intention- 
ed, we.ak, and vacillating cabinet fails to 
satisfy the natirjiial craving f-r f"icc m 
Iho administration somewhere; and there 
is a growing sensation of malaise and dis- 
ccmfort. People feel :;s if tliey were in a 
ship with no one at the rudder, it is all 
^ery well so long as it remains calm, Imt 
it not the sort of thing they dcMi-c for a 
permanency. They wish t.. keep tlie 
name of republic, but Ihey tne more con- 
vinced than, over that Fiam cannot gov 
ern herselfVand, now thai (lamhctta .s 
fovthe time cnaced, they are lo.iking i..r 
the man to govern her, ami ihey are al- 
ready beginning to think iliat after all il 
will be better to give him his i,r..gr,imme 
and lot him reign as dictator, pn.vided 
he denies that he is one, which he will l)e 
careful to do, rather than go m the lap- i 
i,y."o-lucky way which is implied by a i 
coiiMtantly recurring succession of weak 
cabinets of the Freyciiiet stamp. 
' Will Ganibotia come back to power or 
not ! is then the .piestion of the hour. 
That he cannot come back without a tlis- 
solution of the chamber, isi certain; and 
till that event occurs France will be rest- 
less and uncomfortable. It is true there 
■,re other alternatives. There is the pos- 
sibility of a European war and a success- 
f,d general, in which case the prestige nt 
Cambetla would pale before t lie gl.aninur 
nf military ghn-y, and t he soldier of for- 
Unie might make hmi.self the fouiulei of a 
dvnastvr Or there is the po.ssibility of 
the conservative poliiieians taking advan- 
(a"o of a momentary fliscredit which, in 
conseciuence of its pie^eiit we.-ikne.^», now 
attaches to the name of republic, and pre- 
paring the way for the Count de 1 arts 
provided the Count do Chambord would 
i-etire in his favor. A niimboivof eventu- 
alities and eouibinations are possible; .u. 
one fact is.li.si;Mctlypiv,h.miiiaiit,an(l tliat 
is that is that the hold of the republic is 
■weakening upon the nation, and must 
continue to weaken unless its name can 



be identified with some, cfhe man who i.s by 
nature a despot. ' 

Time and c.xporionce have not proved 
that tho.se wcro wrong who predicted that 
the French cculd not govern thein.sclveH. 
It has hapi)one.d thai owing to A remark- 
able run of luck, and the absence of for- 
inidahlo opposition, the republic has ex- 
isted, thanks to the prestige imparted to 
it by a single man; but its tenure as a 
name even is very precarious, while as a 
practical system based upon decontralina- 
lion, local self-government, and true re- 
presetitativo institutions, it is, so far as 
the French nation is concorned, a pure 
chimera. , ■ ^

Tho Tliinl Parliament has comv ui an 
end. Its last seaalon was closed j^csler- 
tlay by tho Liput. -Governor and in a 

.short time the body will be dissolvfd and 
the province will find itsolf in the iiiiiist 
i)f a general election. It i.s safe lo i)ix'dict 
that somo of the members who have mis- 
represented their constituencies and vot- 
ed away hundreds of thousands of dollar.s 
of the public monies upon useless objcc l.s 
will not return to darl;en tlio legislative 
walls with their presence or assist in I lie 
passage of bills wliioh have met with a 
iinietui at Ottawa. Two oircuinstancos 
militated soriousiy against tlie success of 
this parliament. We refeir to the inca- 
pacity of Mr. Speaker and the legal mo- 
nopioly, of the attornoy-gcneral., Mr. 
Speaker's want of knowledge of tho sim- 
plest rules of parliainentary proceedings, 
and the attnrnoy-genorara limited ac- 
(luaintance with constitutional law, wore 
causes that conspired move than any 
other to make tho legislation of tlie 
Third Hm^o.^nlnjost -,ani..oi)tji,%.,failure. 
Mr. Speaker's incapacify was »f> marked 
during the first session that a roimd- 
robin was at one time proposed to oust 
him from a jiosition which ho could nul 
i reditably fill. I?ut nothing came of llio 
round-robin save talk. 'I'lie lfou.se con- 
tinued to tolerate tho Imnofable gentle-

with Mr. Sipeaker as umpire while tlu' 
i^aino Ijirds wore piultcd against each 
wther. In his elVorls to maintain (liniii-- 
der Mr. .Speaker was assisted by llio pre- 
mier, and candor forces tho aduiinsidn 
that in Mr. Walki'.m he found a very able 
assistant. Tho public who .sat d.iy after 
day in ilie gallevios, and the roportpra 
who noted down the proceedings, are well 
awaro how inucli want of firmness, com- 
hirieil with want iif knowledge on ilu^ 
part of the Speakei-, contributed t(i draj; 
out iiie sessions and added to the general 
confusion. They know loo, that the in 
complete 8hai)0 in whicli the allOrney- 
^ener.il brought down his measures and 
tho uncertain and bliiul way in which he 
stumbled i)\ committee through.lhe manj 
sections of bills which there are good rea- 
sons forthinking he did not himself un- 
ilerstand, have proved a fruitful source 
of the inofl'ectivene.ss of legislation iliiriiii; 
the past four years. The prorogation 
sijcech of His Honor contains a grave 
piece of satire which is worth tnioting. ft 
is the best'possiblo condemnation of ilio 
majority.:

Fancy (he lieiit. -gov- 
ernor being made to say tliat it is his 
"pleasant duty" to prevent the House 
doing any more mischief; and in the same 
breath to express a gratification that is 
!i.pparcnlly heartfelt that tlioy had not 
succeeded in doing all the harm they 
might liavo done ! In plain terms the 
lieut. -governor says — "Vou have done 
well because you have not done worse." 
Of course, the speech was not intended in 
a satirical sense; but like the boomerang 
its actPon is reflex and it has hit tlie object 
at which it was not aimed — tho govern- 
ment majority. As the country cannot 
be congratulated upon the legislative re- 
sults of tho past four ye.ars, the country 
will be.glad to find that the House did 
not come in for undeserved praise from 
llie gnvornor as he bowed them out. 

POL/CJC HE POUT. 

"In tlie name of the prophet, fig.s!" In 
the name of tlio superintendent of police 
-nothing. We have before us tho report 
of the superintendent of police for 1881. 
The pages enclosed between two yellow 
covers number 22; but less than one and 
a.half .are .written by the superintendent. 
Ti^ia remaining lOi^ pages comprise reports 
froni'tlib Victoria, Nanaimo and West- 
minster gaols of the number of prisoners 
anil tiTcir names arrested during the 
year, aiid statistics as to cost and 
value of the gaol est.ablishinents. 
Tho names of every oQbnder, no 
matter how trilling the oflence, is printed 
in tabulated form which "ho who runs 
may read." This practice is an unprece- 
dented outrage- at least unprecedented 
in any other jiart uf tlie world. Tlie su- 
perintendent, in his (Jiifiiing remarks, 
say that tlu; publication of the list of 
names has proved useful to magistrates, 
elp. We can see neither use nor human- 
ity in putting the governiiient type to such 
■'base iisch" as tliey liave been put in 
this report. It is no [lart of the duly, of 
a government to degrade forever an of- 
fender by parading his name in typo. 
The supermtendent's remarks and Ids 
statistics of tho use of keep, etc!, will be 
fouhd'of very slight value. Tfc had lit- 
to say and said it. The inference wo 
draw from the report is tliat tlu; duties 
of the office areneithei' onerous nor \-n-y 
responsible. In fact, IIk; office is one 
that might with gre.it propriety be abol- 
ished, and the suporintcndunt assigned to 
some other billot where he would find 
more frequent opportunities to ahine. In 
his present capacity his talent, if he have 
any, is hidden ^nder a bushel. 'I'licre is 
nothing for hini to do.

A' Virffimaa Sheriff Shot TJrhllo Uob- 
bi&gSisOwnSafo. 

Dawillk, Va., April 1— Sheritt' Wil- 
liam Este.s', of Stokes county, N. C, was 
shot on jMarcli ."0, while robbing his own 
oflice. He left 1; imo to be absent some 
days, and direcu I his wife not to allow 
any one to stay all night in tho house, at 
the same time giving her the s ite key. 
About dark one of the neighbors came to 
the house, and v.-cr.t to a room to spend 
the night. After he had retired, two men 
came to tho house and asketl leave to 
stay. Mrs. Estes objected. They, liow- 
ever, passed in and demanded tho safe 
key, threatening, to kill her if she refused 
it. She ran upstairs and informed her 
guest, and was told by Iiim to go down, de- 
liver the key, and .say nothing of his pres- 
ence.

Several of tho residents and voters in 
the uiiiiiicipality appeared, tvcro sworn, 
and examined, and upoti their oatlia stat- 
ed that tho retiiriiing ofilccr repeatedly 
disobeyed the ex|)res.s provisions of the 
Act, vi/.: refusing to put to persons oller- 
iiig to vote the declaration required by- 
tlie 51st section, when siyih persons were 
.lovorally challenged as unqualified by 
legal voters, but permitted such persona 
to vote without making tho declaration, 
though so challenged. That two ballots 
were put in fur another person of the 
name of Tessior, one by one of the par- 
ties who was challenged, and who inform- 
ed tho returning othoer, in answer to on 
enquiry made by him, tlsat he voted for 
Tessier, and tuterwards the returning 
ofLicer himself took another ballot, mark- 
ed it liimself, and put it in the ballot-box 
for Tessior. That these ballots no cast 
were for the two defendants, Horrell and 
Rogers, one witness swearing that he saw 
the names marked. That a niagistratu 
w.is present and, I regret to add, it was 
sworn that he marked the ballot with the 
returning oflicer before mentioned, or as- 
.sentetl to its being done. Tha.t in count- 
ing tho ballots, -t> in all were counted, 
none blanks, of which 25 1 only was de- 
clared spoiled. That the returning ofli- 
cer himself (hen gave his casting vote in 
favor of one of the defendants, there be- 
ing a tie of 12 between the .said defend- 
ant and another candidate, and declared 
tliosaid two defendants HorroU and Rog- 
' eis, (who thus each iiad 13 votes) elected. 
The rejected ballot reduced tho number 
to 24. The copy of tho assessment roll 
placed before mo showed there were 05 
persons tme.sscd, and consequently enti- 
tled to vote if their assessments were 
paid. 

Taking the fact as nworu to the three 
challcn gcd votes and the two ballots put 
in on behalf of Tessier must be rejected. 
There would consequently only remain 
19 votes cast. The r»5th section requires 
that tlio candidates elected must have a 
majority of the votes cast by the duly 
qualified electors. The petifion .assorts 
that these five votes weiv given for tho 
two defendants, HorroU and Rogers, and 
one witness swears to liavc.seen the marks 
put opposite their nauios on nno of tho 
ballot papers, put in f')r Tessier, (a com- 
mentary on the mode in which the ballot- 
liig ivns conducted by iho returning ofli- 
cer.) These facts and st,iU'i)ient.s are not 
contradicted by any legal evidence before 
me.

In answer to i.be charges s] uTiiicHlly set

Tliivse directions and restric- 
tions aro mailo to get at the true wLshe.s 
of a constituency, and to prevent impro- 
per combinations by which a few design- 
ing prr.sons can appear to repreaent the 
wishes i)f a wlioU: ci iinniiinity. 'I'cchni- 
c:Llitics while seemingly favoring an indi- 
vidual, aro rcjilly for the benefit of all, be- 
cause they are aijpointed by the legisla- 
ture to get al the true wishes of the peo- 
ple. 

A district, a county, or a municipality 

is unfit for self-government if it ig- 
nores the provisions which protect a min- 
ority in order to gratify a temporary 
majority. The majority of to-ci,iy may 
be tho minority of to-morrow. The law 
is intended to govern both, and noilher 
judges, magistrates or public oflicershavc 
any right to dispense with its provisions. 
Obedience m tlu' law is the surest test of 
a free people. 

The eleciiou uuist be set aside and the 
returning oflicer pay the costs of thi.s ap- 
nlication, and let a new election be held 
in strict accordance with the Act.

Mr. Pollard objected to the magistrate 
asking the witness who did throw tlie 
stone, 03 it was contrary to tho rules of 
evidence and had nothing to do with tho 
case. 

His Honor, however, claimed the right 
to put the question and it was an- 
.swered. 

Mr. Pollard Mubmittod that it was an 
irregular way of taking evidence. 

The above evidence was fully corrob- 
eratcd. 

Mr. Pollard claimed costs in the c.iao 
as tho defendant was no party whatever to 
tho stone throwing. 
His Honor instructed ihe clerk of tho 

court to supply the principal of the acliool 
with a copy of the evidence as although 
in assault had been coiiimitled ho could 
proceed no further in the case. .He would 
therefore dismiss it with iil costs; andei- 
prea.sed the hope thai the teachers in tho 
school would take measures (o stop such 
!i dangerous practice among the pu- 
pils. 

StTppI.VINu pollTDH rel I.SIK.VS. 

A saloon keeper was charged with sell- 
ing a bottle of porter to an Indian wo- 
man. 

Mr. T. Davie for (ho defence admitted 
the charge, bin. said that his client, not

Honry "Ward Boochor's Orood, 

On Sunday inoriiiiig last, IMr. Bceclior, 
in the course of his sermon, made a new 
confession of his faith. As might have 
been expected by any one who has watch- 
ed Mr. Beechor's progress toward "liber- 
alism" during the last ten years, his con- 
fession of faith is chiefly a confession of 
what ho believed as of what hodisbelieves 
It is a protest rather than-a creed. 

Long ago Mr. Boecher rejected the 
dogma of future punishment, and hoped 
ho did no( think it necessary Last Sunday 
to reiterate his horror of tho blaspheniou s 
theory that tho .Almighty may diflerfroin 
the pastor of Plymouth puliiit as to the 
proper principles of Divine government. 
There were, however, other doctrine | 
commonly thouglit to be a iiart of Chris- 
tianity wliich ho had not previously ro- 
jected - that is say in public — and 
these he .abjured with much care and 
nicety of expression. He expressed his 
entire disbelief in the story of .\dam8 
fall, or in the dogma that Adam's conduct 
in any way aQected his descendants, and 
maintained that the Scriptural .account of 
the fall is purely allegcri:al. He gener 
oualy admitted that the gospels are in the 
main truthful, but claimed that, like Xen- 
oplion's "Mcmorabillia," they were writ- 
ten in the infancy of history ,and that tht 
writers were so utterly regardless of tho 
clement of lime in making their 
records that it "was impossible to frame 
out of the four gospels anything like har- 
mony." Of the atonement there are.ac- 
cmding to Mr. Boecher, aoventeoii or 
eighteen difl'crcnt theories, all of which 
he rejected, and in their stead held that 
"tho evolution of the divine nature in 
Christ Jesus — the making known of the 
father heart and mother heart in fiod — 
constituted that power which acted upon 
tho imagination and tho heart of man 
should bring him to the love of God." 
As to the Cliurch, Mr. Beechor proclaim- 
ed that "Ohurchea or Churchy ordinances 
do not matter if one has the right spirit," 
and that "every age has improved on the 
theologic idea of the age before;" or, in 
other words, that Jlr. Beecher's views of 
what constitutes true Christianity aro 
much clearer and better than those of the 
Apostles and the Church which they in- 
structed. By this process of oliminatioa' 
of doctrine after doctrine, Mr. Beechor's 
final creed ia reached. He believes that 
Christ was a historical persmi, of whom 
tho writers of tho gospels have wiven a
